Since no direct appiiestion has been made to the 
government. for logging: rights in Strathcona, “it ‘might 
be adsumed the parks branch is jumping at shadows, 
his isn't thé case. The pressure is on; the spearhead 
a South Island company which has come out .flatfooted 
with the claim that Strathcona fir stands should . be 
opened to commercial logging. 

This corapeny, Victoria Plywood Limited, ix supplied 
with “peeler” fir logs in part by its subsidiary,- Sooke 
Lake Lumber Company. For some years past, it hay been 
tilling out its Jog requirements by purchase from other 
timber Owners, 

Its spokesman is Victoria Plywood secretary Alex 
Hendry, who speaks plainly in his company- publication. 
Here is a digest of Mr. Hendry's views: ‘ f

“Unless, therefore, can find some means of 
finding the required revenue, it appears highly unlikely 
that theve will be any development in the parks for many 
years to come, 

“Virtually the whole of Strathcona Park is covered 
with a mature stand of timber of which the predominant 
specie is Douglas fir, It is; therefore, a very valuable 
tract from a commercial point of view. A pian to log 
this timber on a long term basis would automatically 
provide the access roads and camp sites, and also the 
funds for other park purposes at no cost to the public. 
Probably of even greater general benefit, though, would 
be the hundreds of new jobs that auch a program would 
create 


“Douglas fir lumber,” Mr, Hendry continues, “has 
always enjoyed a preferred position in the maikets of 
the world, and competent market observers state that 


there will no be enough Douglas fir plywood to satisfy 


the demand within five years. 

“One of the principal objections raised to logging 
operations as we know th is the scene of utter 
desolation that they create. Prose visualize the total 
area surrounding Buttle Lak® shorn of its timber, and 
in Its place a mass of half-burned slash blocking each 
little creek. While slash is inevitable, it can be gathered 
and thoroughly burned. - 

“Further, logging can be conducted on a patch 
system, so that! whole mountainsides are not denuded at 
one fell swoop,’ This system is, in fact, standard practice 
on Forest..3exvice— timber. sales. beeause + assists in 
regeneration and reduces the fire hazard. 

“Many are opposed to logging pack timber because 
they feel that some logging operator would make large 
profits from the operation. Present Forest Service selling 
methods render this nigh impossible, but to banish “the 
last doubt, the project could be carried out by the service 
or the parks branch. 


Feasibility of Plan Shown 


“Such a course has several advantages, for it would 
then be possitie to guarantee that everything was done 
to. meet. the highest standard. Roads would be built on 
* permanent basis and stringent slash removal require- 
ments adopted. The usual industry planting programs 
would, of course, ensure rapid regeneration. As a matter 
of fact, the Greater Victoria Water District has already 
Clearly demonstrated the feasibility of such a plan. 

“Our conifers are extremely long-lived, but the major 
portion of thase in Strathcona Park are mature. This 
means that we cannot normally expect.them to remain 
standing for much more than 50 or 100 years. They will 
then be'.replaced by young growth either naturally or 
artificially. In other words, in spite of our very best 
endeavors, our descendants 200 years from now will 
never the type of forest that how clothes. the 
mountains of Strathcona Park. To continue the present 
policy of non-development would, therefore, de a costly 
and useless sacrifice.” 3 

Mr. Hendry, to whom we will return later, speaks 
bluntly and well. He deserves a he aring—not as mouth. 
piece for our woods industries, a role 
ically disclaims—but as a lumberman of wide experience. 

But his claims, according to Forest Service and parks 
branch experts, don't held water. 

“Our fir reserves,” one topechelon civil servant 
commented to the Times, “are much more extensive than 
Mr. Hendry suggests. The point seems to be that those 
reserves aren't available to his company!” 

‘Just how extensive are our Douglas fir reserves, and 
what, precisely, does Strathcona offer in the way of 
mature fir timber? 

On Friday, the Times will consider these and other 
questions raised by those who would turn the power 
saws. loose in Strathcona Park. 
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
